I HAVE the honour Lo report, for the information of your Excellency, that in 
reference to the telegrams from Lord Cromer of the 29 th instant, asking for u good 
military opinion on tlio probable resistance of EAssala to the Dervishes, and the 
chances of Its being relieved by the Italians, i called <m General krimeiano p the Oluef 
of the Staff, who assured uie that the Italian Government had no further i a formal ion 
on the subject than bad been supplied mo by the Minister of War and the Under¬ 
secretary for War, sud which was telegraphed by yom Excellently to Urn Foreign 
OfHoo on the £5th and 26th instant. 

f inquired of the General if he considered it probable that the Italians would 
prefer SoKsnift being taken over by cm Egyptian garrison. Jto replied, that was 
entirely a diplomatic question, and beyond ms province, though, personally, ho had 
always been adverse to l.lm occupation of Kuisula by the Italians, Telegraphic 
eOTiunuiLocation with Massownli.fmen Italy has 1)000 interrupted for two days, hut. it. ls 
reported tliat if will he resumed Unlay. 

Ny official reports have been made of the lassos at the battle of Aduev, owing to 
the difficulty in ascertaining the exact number of prisoners in the linuds ol iho 
Abywiu fours, which is estimated at about. 1,300. Man} wounded may have taken 
udnge iis the fort of Adignrt, and stragglers continue to arrive daily at Asmara. J Lbo

IN con vocation with the Sirdar yesterday, I gathered that In? wishes to move a 
portion, at all events, of the Egyptian garrison now in the Suokin district, to Wady 
Haifa. I could say nothing further on this point until I liad beard from London. 
Your Lordship already knows my personal opinions, i’here seems to bo a pause for 
the moment in 3u.akm afihire, I would, therefore, for the time being, make no change 
in the relative strength}; of the Egyptian forest at Suakin and in the Nile Valley. It 
may become necessary to employ British or Indian troops at Suakin, although Lho 
objections to sneli a course arc obvious. No immediate decision, however, is necessary 
on this point. 

Sir II. Kitchener repeated to me that be felt confident of being able to hold the 
position up to Ak&siieh with his nresent force* lie an lid pates attacks on his line o! 
communication. hut thinks that his position will be unassailable when hie transport 
arrangements are complete..

IN the course of a long conversation with the Sirdar through the telegraph 
yesterday, I explained to him the views of Her Majesty’s Government, ns set forth in 
the letter of 2fith March from the War Office. 

I satisfied myself that he entirely understood the general military plan. 

With respect to railway extension, Mr. Birch, the head of a hrm of railway 
contractors, will arrive at Wady Haifa to-day ; the Sirdar will consult with him, and 
communicate again with me, probably to-morrow. The matter is also being studied 
hern. It involves a difficult question of gauge, as to which I need not telegraph 
fit length. 

As regards the question of river transport, there arc at present below Assouan 
6 stojru-wbcolcrs. 1 screw steamer, 14 large and 2 small barges. Some of these have 
been lent to Mcsara, Cook, but under their contract the Government can resume 
possession. Above Assouan there arc 13 stem-wheelcre, of which i are armed, 0 large 
and JO small barges. 

Three steel barges are being built at ShulM ; they arc 70 foot long, 15 Feet wide, 
anti 4 feet deep, and the cost of each is 3101 

Sir .JL Kitchener asks for three more armed stem-wheelers, to be made according 
to a special pattern designed here. The cost of each will be 12,0001,, delivered at 
Alexandria. The Egyptian Government will be asked at or.ee to grant tile money* 
As the Sirdar at todies great importance to the special pattern, and the man wlio 
designed it is a local English shipbuilder, the latter must get the order. Other wise I 
should have preferred getting the hunts through the War Office. 

Sir H. Kitchener think a that, with the addition of these three stem-wheelers, his 
river transport will bo sufficient. Ho thinks that* in view of railway extension, he 
will not require any whale-boats. 

I should explain that we hope, when once the necessary preparations arc made, 
to carry on the railway almost ns fast as the advance of the army the whole way to 
Dcngola, but I shall lie able to speak with more certainty on this point after further 
consultation,

up during the night of 2nd April by Dervishes on tlie west bank opposite Akasheh, 
but was unoccupied by the enemy, and is now occupied by our friendly Arabs. 
Considerable activity appears to prevail in the Dervish camps, and supplies ari- being 
pushed up from Dongolu to Suardo/'

It is reported from Sunk in tbit Osman Digim h at Ilararab, near 'Ivikowit. I bo 
organisation of the friendly tribes appears to bo proceeding in a satisfactory manner.

He has applied for nine officers to complete 'us establishmenti 01 these,3evim 
lave arrived. He has also applied for tv. enty-two special service ollioere. Of these* 
four have arrived, lie particularly wants Engineers and officers formerly in the 
Egyptian army, but could do without Kemps tor Excluding Kempster, l hero are 
twelve officera in these two latter categories. General Knowles has also lent turn 
twelve officers. He points out that officers who come now will be much more valuable 
a few months hence ; also that, in view of the flllmatos ho must he prepared for 
casualties. Haase telegraph what War Office are prepared to do, mid especially 
whether i am right in thinking that, in so far tut the special service officer# and the 
officers lent from Cairo Garrison are concerned, their ordinary pay and allowances, will 
not be charged tn Egyptian Treasury,

WITH reference to my telegram No. 90, mmiifestly the first essential point is to 
insure military sueccaa, but wo are doing as much ns coil reasonably bo done to control 
the expenditure. Broadly speaking, the Sirdar's demands do not seem to me to bo 
excessive, and > have not thought it desirable lo exert any pressure on him to reduce 
them. 

It is clear, after Inking into account the railway ox tension, the river transport, 
this purchase of camels, and the calling-out of the Reserves, and the incidental expanses 
of the expedition, that the Egyptian extraordinary expenditure will far exceed the 
300,0001, granted by the Cainse do In Dettc. The Sirdar is, 1 should add, very anxious 
that a railway from Korcwko to Abu Hmmal should be constrouted, If tho present 
operation* are to he limited to the occupation of Eongola this in maaeccsaary, though 
very necessary if a complete reoonqiiost of the Soudan up to Berber or Khartoum ib 
contemplated. 1 am explaining in a despatch the precise nature of the Egyptian 
financial rosopreoi, Hut l wish to say at onoo that although 1 still have a faint hope 
that it may bo just possible to meat from Egyptian rewureos the expenditure of the 
expedition if Egyptian troops atone are employed, it cannot, at the same time, be too 
dourly understood that the prospect of Her Majesty 'g Government recovering any of 
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the cost of the mu ptoymeat of British or Indian troops, if the necessity ghould arise 
for employing them, is very slender, 

Of course, I speak on the assumption that no radical change in tho political a ad 
financial status of Egypt is contemplated. The financial case would he different if any 
such 'akuigc were made, but it is almost certain that raking tho whole Egyptian 
question under conditions which would not be favourable to".successful negotiation 
would be involved by this,

Sir IK Currie lo the Marquess of Salisbury,—(Received April 6.)

My Lord, Constantinople, April 1,1896, 

ON tho 24 th ultimo I learnt confidentially tbat the French Embassy had addressed 
a written communication to the Porto to the following effect, 

The British Government having decided to send an expedition to the Soudan, the 
French Government have been asked to sanction tho payment out of the reserve fund 
to defray its ex poo sea, Russia nnd Franco have refused Iheir sanction, because such 
an expedition modifies the character of flic existing occupation, tends to render i hrtf. 
occupation permanent, and exposes Egypt to danger, The French Govern meat have 
also asked Great Britain for further explanations as to the character and necessity of 
the proposed expedition. They trust that the Sultan will sec in these steps a further 
proof of the friendship of France, and will observe the same attitude as hitherto 
towards the Power in occupation, if is Imperial Majesty should not allow Egypt to 
engage in a military expedition, without lm sanction, and should recognize that this 
incident is a further proof of how necessary it is for Min to make no arrangement 
with England without the consent and approval of France and Russia. 

Thu Russian Embassy made no written communication, but verbally supported 
the French representations 

The same day (21-tli March) the Sultan sent, me the following message t — 

"I have heard of the Nile expedition, and of the application made by Her 
Majesty's Government to tho Powers. ]' did not believe the report, not having received 
the communication winch us Suzerain I had a right to aspect The news is, however, 
now confirmed by several Emljussies, anil I beg your Excellency to telegraph to Lord 
Salisbury, in order that I may be informed as soon as possible of the character and 
object of the expedition/' 

Mis Imperial Majesty also referred to tho efforts ho was making to renew and 
strengthen the good relations between England and Turkov. 

I beard privately from a friendly official that if n condimtory answer was returned 
to tide message the Sultan would probably let tho matter drop. 

I lost no time in telegraphing the message to your Lordship, and, on receiving the 
reply contained in your telegram No, on of tho 26th March, communicated it to His* 
Majesty on the 28th March. 

On the 30th I received another message. 

His Majesty mUl he was much gratified by your Lordship's telegram and by the 
language you hail held to the Ottoman Ambassador in London, He was, however, 
disturbed by a rumour which, had reached him from certain Eml musics, to the effect that 
there was a project in Europe of making Egypt independent and neutral His 
Majesty did not believe these stories, but, at the sumo time, he would feel relieved if 
your Lordship would eomimmtento to him such information as you possessed on tho 
subject. He had recently proposed to Her Majesty f s Government to cuter into nego¬ 
tiation# respecting the occupation of Egypt, In so doing,his primary object had been 
to find some solution which would secure England'* Interests by assuring our commu¬ 
nications w ith Indio* or in any other way. lie had delayed long in order to consider 
what arrangement would best suit lb i glands and. of ter mature meditation, had decided 
to renew hu proposal#. 

I attribute this second message to thu fact that the Sultan is being strongly pressed 
by France and Russia to toko some energetic action about Egypt, hut is unwilling to 
do go for fear of offending us,

As regards the limits of the proposed operations, Her Majesty's Government do not 
share the apprehensions entertained by the French Minister for Foreign Affairs, They 
believe that it is perfectly possible to keep the operations under control. There is no 
intention of sanctioning any rash adventures* and they see no reason why the advance, 
which will he made with all due prudence, should be pushed beyond the limits which they 
have indicated. Nor do the)* understand why measures which are undertaken, and indeed 
considered necessary for the security of Egypt from constantly repeated external attacks, 
should be thought to be of a nature to prolong indefinitely the British occupation beyond 
the period which would otherwise be expedient. 

With regard to the effect upon the finances of Egypt, tins must no doubt depend not 
merely upon the extent of the operations, but upon the efforts and strength of the 
enemy. 

lint it can scarcely be argued t hat the drain upon the Egyptian resources entailed by 
the present expedition will be more serious than that which would have resulted if the 
attack of the Dervish forces had been awaited, and if, in the absence of military 
preparations or possibly in despite of them, the frontier provinces of Egypt had been 
overrun, 

In any cose the application of a sum of GO0*OO0/. from the general reserve fund, for 
what, in the opinion of Her Majesty's Government, is a measure of necessary defence, 
seems to them to come as clearly within the category of extraordinary expenses specified 
in the Decree of 1888 as does the expenditure on railways and canals, for which mouey 
bus already been issued from that fund without any objection on the part of the 
Powers, 

So far as the interests of the Egyptian bondholders are concerned, the matter is one 
in which Her Majesty's Government can claim to lie equally interested with that of 
Prance, for, according to (he best information which they are nble to obtain, out of the 
total Egyptian Debt of 90,000,000/., a sum of 43, $0*000/,, or not much less than 
half, is held in Great Britain* Of the remaining 52,750,000/. which are held in 
other countries, it is estimated that about -13,000,000/, are in the possession of French 
bond holders. 

Considering how amply the revenues available for the service of the Debt suffice 
both for the payment of dividends and the normal operations of the Sinking Fund, and 
how slight a fluctuation in the value of the Unified Debt has been produced by the 
decision of the Commissioners of the Public Debt, it cannot, in the opinion of Her 
Majesty’s Government, be said that the interests of the bondholders are seriously 
threatened by the very moderate issue from the Reserve Fund, for which the Egyptian 
Government has applied. 

Her Majesty's Government trust that on a review of 1 these considerations the French 
Government will feel that there is no serious ground for the apprehension which they have 
expressed, and will he satisfied that the expedition* which has for its primary object the 
defence and increased security of Egypt—though it may also result in restoring to the 
Khedive a portion of the provinces now lost to him—is not likely to be attended with the 
evil results which they were disposed to anticipate.

the Italian troops* nor did ho think there was any excitement among the Arab 
population hi the Soudan to justify an enh?rpifiso which lie wan informed had been 
decided upon in Loudon without consults ion cither with the Egyptian Government or 
liord Cm tiler. Nor could lie acquiesce in my view that tho expedition would keep in 
chuck the disorderly instincts of the Dervishes who, otherwise* might threaten Egypt.

1 HAVE the honour to report, for the information of your Excellency, that after 
the sticceaafehcugapmont with the Bemshcft at Mount Mocmm, reported in my despatch 
of the 4th instant Colonel Stcvuni, having dispatched the caravan from Kimsala on its 
return to Agovdut, attacked lhe Dervishes on the 3rd instant in the woods and cntrcndi- 
tnonts of Tncrnf, hut was repulsed and compelled to retire to RassEtk, with the lop of 
300 killed and wounded, of whom nine were officers; lie telegraphed to General Baldksera 
tbm he intended to renew the attack on the 4th instant, but received orders that he was 
not to do no, but to return to Agordat with his column; this news was not received in 
Rome until the evening of the 8th instant, the cable between MasBownll end A snub being 
broken, and telegrams conveyed by steamer from MfttBwah to Perim. 

Late in the evening of the 9th instant news w/.s received in Rome that the Dervishes 
had abandoned the neighbourhood of KushaIii, and retired across (he Attain to Osobri, 
leaving behind them many mules, provisions, and wounded men. 

The official lists of officers and men returned from the tattle of Ailua state the 
number of Italians returned to be 1,5U. it is believed there are about 2,UG0 Italian 
prisoners with the Ahyssttrians, and erf hunting the number of white troops engaged in the 
tattle at this would account for 2,500 Italians actually killed.

” Deserter's say that the Dervishes buried 800 dead after tho engagement on the 
3rd instant. The retreat of the Dervishes was hurried, though they had been 
reinforced during the engagement by 360 horsemen, who had returned from a raid on 
OmlmL; tho latter were compelled to abandon their cattle to the north of Mount 
Mocmni," 

Colonel Btevnui reports that on tho 9th instant ho burnt tho enemy's eatup at 
Tnrruf; it was very extensive, with three rows of entramehmonts and stockades. Tho 
entrenched camp at Gulusit was to be burnt the same evening, 

Tho perfect regularity of the trenches constructed near Kassala by the Dervishes 
show that they intended to undertake a regular siege of the fort. The wounded 
officers arc doing well, 

Tii the engagement on the 3rd at Tucrtii' Colonel Btevani liad 2,600 rifles and four 
guns under Ivis command. The enemy had 6,000 rifles and 600 horsemen. In the 
retreat the Baggam horsemen surrounded the Dervish infantry to prevent desertion. 
The enemy loft many dead and wounded on the read, 

A telegram from Massowali, dated tho nth instant , reports that, according to 
reliable information, Menelik is at Antalo. During the retirement of the Shoaata they 
were much harassed, and suffered many losses from the armed peasantry, who 
endeavoured, to steal their mules, and disarmed and killed stragglers, so much so that 
Baa Mutton neu was obliged to return with Iris troops to light the rebels, 

General Dnklissem is concentrating considerable forces at Gura, Sagiinciti, Halai, 
and Adi Cnie, which points to m advance on Adigrat.

These views of the Russian Government appear to he founded on a misGoiureption 
both or the actual situation and of the nature of the measures which arc proposed. 

Tlie inclosed Memorandum,* giving a brief account of the condition of affairs on 
the Egyptian frontier during the last eleven years, and of the intelligence recently 
received of the Dervish movements, will sufficiently show that the security of the 
frontier districH of Egypt is constantly threatened, aud that the danger id a serious 
attack tit the present moment was both actual and imminent. It also explains the 
ground* on which, after consultation with the military advisers of the British 
and Egyptian Governments, it was decided that it would ho profarable to take 
measures to anticipate that attack rather than to await an actual Invasion under 
circumstances which won hi necessarily have been unfavourable,

destined as a security for the creditors of Egypt, I must point out that the Decree of 
1888* by which live fund was constituted, specifically indicates that the fund may hr 
applied to extraordinary expenditure incurred with the consent of the Coinmisrion of 
the Debt, 

Tier Majesty’s Government cannot consider that measures uMerinkftu, and indeed 
required* for the security of Egypt from constantly repeated external attacks can be 
hind to lie excluded from tha category of extraordinary expenditure contemplated by 
the Decree* or can he considered less admissible than the expenditure on railways and 
canals for which money has already been issued from, the reserve fund, without any 
objection on the part of the Powers ot the bondholders, It seems, indeed, impossible 
to argue that the interests of the bondholders arc gravely threatened by the issue of 
tliis sum from the reserve fund, when, notwithstanding that the issue has been 
sanctioned by n majority of the Commissioner^ the price of the Unified Debt lias been 
maintained with very slight fluctuations at a premium scarcely inferior to that offered 
for European securities of tho highest financial character which hear (he samfl amount 
of interest. No better evidence can be* a honk'd by tho public at large that the credit 
of Egypt is not. considered to be seriously a IT acted by this measure, 

With regard to the statement made at tho dose of Prince Lebanon's note, that 
tho expedition determined upon haa the effect of removing from the country the 
troops that were solely destined to maintain in it order end tranquillity. Hear Majesty's 
Government must, observe that the protection of Egypt from external attack Is ns 
obviously the duty and object of the Egyptian army as that of preserving the country 
from internal disorder, and that this elementary principle of polity will bo found to Iks 
recognized in the Firmans, The operation which has been decided upon in by its 
nature one primarily of defence* though it may also result in tho restoration to Egypt 
of ft portion of the provinces which have since the commencement of the British 
occupation been withdrawn from her control* The fact that il has necessitated the 
concentration on the Egyptian frontier of so large a proportion of the Khedive’s army, 
is an additional proof that, for the present nt least, the support of an English force is 
still required for the maintenance of the security and tranquillity in His Highness' 
dominions. For eeomrniical and political reasons, Her Majesty's Government have 
always limited the British Forte in Ggypl to the number which is absolutely necessary 
for this purpose, and when ever a temporary increase has been required it haa been 
followed by a reduction as soon aa circumstances permitted. The policy of Her 
Majesty's Government in Hits respect is in bo vrn\ altered xmd will be steadily main¬ 
tained .

My Lord* Cairo, April 11, 1890, 

I RAVE tlic honour to reply to your Lordship-6 telegram No. f>6 of the 10th 
instant. ThL telegram put mo in possession of the views held by the military authorities 
in London on the Subject of the provision which it is desirable to make for river transport 
in connection with the forthcoming expedition to Dongolu. 

The War Office, it is stated, bold that although the additional steamers ordered by 
the Egyptian Government, to which allusion is made in my telegram No. 30 of the 
4th instant, may suffice for the force now operating in the Nile Valley, there is no 
security that they would be sufficient if reinforcements of British troops arc required, or 
that the number could be rapidly increased in case of need. The Secretary uf State for 
War therefore urges the immediate construction of— 

1 stern-wheeler. 

4 armoured patrol-boats. 

50 barge*. 

206 whale-boats. 

This, it is thought, is the minimum required if it- should be found necessary 
eventually to send up two brigades, 1 understand thnl when the term "brigades 11 is 
used, what in meant is two English brigades. 

It is pointed out that the loss incurred on subsequent sale would bear no proportion 
lo the detriment caused if transport failed when required. As regards this point, I may 
remark incidentally that the amount capable of being realized by the sale of any of the 
steamers or boats, whose construct ion is now proposed, would in all probability bo so 
small that it may, I think, be practically left out of account. 

it is then stated that the whole of the transport should lo nt Wady Haifa by the 
liid of July, hut it is added that the steamers, if constructed in England, would not 
re nth Wady Haifa hi less than four months from the date of order, 1 infer, therefore, 
that when allusion is made to the 11 end of duly ” reference is only made to the barges 
md whale-boats. The steamers would not, if they take four months in construct, he 
delivered at Wady Half* before the latter half of August, Personally, t doubt the 
possibility of delivering them at so early a date. 

The freer clary of Stale for War proposes that the Egyptian Government should at 
inua; oidai the steamers and boat*, of which n list m given above, through the War 
Office in London, It in suggested that the question of whether any portion of ilia 


^expense should ultimately fall on the British Treasury should he reserved for future 
con nid elution. 

Finally, it is explained that the. Secretary of State for War lays much stress on the 
importance of the river being regarded us an alternative line of communication to the 
railway. 

On receipt of this telegram I repeated it textual ly to the Sirdar, with the following 
remarks of my own: ”1 shall forward your reply with my observations. Give your 
candid opinion on purely military grounds T wish to say nothing to influence you/' 

T did not reply by telegraph to your LorcUtup’s communication, ns I wa» given lo 
understand that the matter was not likely to be considered for about ten days, a period 
which vyll enable a despatch to reach London, 

The Sirdar replied to my telegram in the following ter mu:— 

"It Is evident that the military author! to in Fall Mall have carefully calculated 
what iu necessary for Britigh farce, and with Grenfell to advise them it is certain they 
have the beat, information. 

[i A a I do not know the composition of the two brigades mentioned, t am unnble to 
give a definite opinion, but 1 ill ink the War Office authorities should know 1 of the stern- 
wheelers 1 shall have. 1 propose to pass over the cataracts the following:— 

‘'Throe superior armoured stani-wheelers, vary powerful, speed 10 miles an hour 
against current. 

u Four armoured patrol-bouts, 

fi Two unarmoured stem-whcelcrs, w ith good lowing capacity,, 

” I iwl somewhat at a loss to understand what the fifty barges are to be used for, m 
there does not appear to be means for tewing m many. From n purely military point 
of view, I consider that the British authorities should' arrange for what transport they 
may require/* 

It 5y dear from this tdegrtun that Sir Herbert Kitchener has regarded the question 
exclusively from the point of view of the transport, which will be necessary for the two 
English brigades, to whose possible employment in the future allusion is made in your 
Lordship** telegram under reply. 

He has considered that on this point the War Office authorities, who arc his 
superiors in rank and military experience, are in a bettor position to judge than he 
can be. 

lie expresses some doubts us to the utility of the burgoo, and he make* no allusion 
to the whale-boats. On this latter point, however, I may confidently state that military 
opinion here generally is not in favour of their employment. 

I should explain that the “throe superior armoured * tern, w heel er*, 1 ' to which 
alluaion in imule in the Sirdar’s telegram, arc thoee to which l referred in my telegram 
No. 80 of the 4th instant. They are very powerful and powerfully armed boats of a 
wholly different type to the M patrol boats." The Sirdar has insisted very strongly cm 
their utility. They are about lo be ordercEh Their eonf, int'Imiiiig guns, Maxims, 
ammunition, tec., will be no less than 03,000/. They will be transported in sections to 
above the second cutamot. 1 should doubt whether they will be available for service on 
the Hjpot before some lime in the month of September. 

Save that—in consequence, I presume, of the purchase of lliu armoured boats to 
which I have alluded above, the number of stern-wheelers lion been reduced from four to 
one—the programme of the War Office as regards river transport, which is set forth in 
your Lordship’s telegram under reply, in the same as that contained in the War Office 
letter of the 1304h March. 

The total estimated cost would be as follows i —

I have no ffir dealt with the detail, l now venture to auhmit soma observations 
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of h more general nature for your Lordship'* consideration, I wtrtdd, however, prefocc 
these observations by drawing attention to the very singular and anomalous position in 
which, by the force of circumstances, l am placed. 

The ordinary* duty of a Diplomatic agent is* I conceive, to use his best eEitieavours 
For gaining acceptance by the Govcrnoiflut to which lie is accredited of (lie views of 
the Government which lie serves. 

1 hardly think that, in view of the very exceptional arenmstances which exist in 
Egypt, I should bo performing my duty to Her Majesty Government, if, in the 
present case, I, for the moment at nil events, adopted Lins attitude. 1 cannot doubt 
that if E were to go to the Khedive and his Ministers, and to represent strongly 
that the purchase of certain steamers and boats was necessary, t could obtain their 
acquiescence in the order for the purchase being givk-n. But the real difficulties in 
connection with this question would in no degree be solved. 

In a Confidential despatch of this nature, there can bo no objection to stating 
what ia undoubtedly the case, vie., shirt in a matter ot this eorl the Khedive and his 
Miiiistfiis arc not free ntgents. They were not consulted beiorc it uas decided lo 
undertake the expedition to Dongola, They are scarcely capable of forming any 
valuable opinion on the merits ot Line ease now under discussion. Did they entertain 
any strong objection* to the adoption of the War Office proposals, they would certainly 
not he able to withstand the pressure which, speaking in Lhe name oi Hct Majesty** 
Government, it would he possible fur me to bring to bear on (hem. 

Provided no additional taxation were imposed in Egypt—and of Ibis there cau, i 
conceive, be no question—-they would, l venture to assert, not be very greatly impressed 
by the prospect of any financial difficulties looming in the future They would simply 
throw tire whole responsibility on their English advisers, notably on myself, and 
would give me to understand that if financial difficulties occurred, it would be for 
Her Majesty 1 * Government to find fiome way out of them which would not tie very 
detrimental to Egyptian interests. Under all these dreumsmuces it would be impossible 
to complain of the adoption of (bis attitude. 

The duty of meeting whatever financial difficulties may occur in tho future, would, 
to a great extent, fall on Sir litwin Palmer, who has shown great judgment and 
ability hi dealing with the questions which have been raised during (he Ifttd lew 
weeks, and of whose assistance 1 cannot speak loo highly. Hut on the one band 
Sir Elwin Palmer is crippled by a very natural desire not to suggest any course of 
action to the Khedive or hi* Ministers which might prove embarrassing to Her 
Majesty 1 .* Government, _ 

On (he other bund, he is unable to make his voice heard in protection of 
Egyptian financial interests save through me. 

The matter, therefore, resolves itself into (Ids; tlmt whilst the interests repre¬ 
sented by the English Trunsiiry and the English \Xm Office will assuredly be jealously 
guarded by powerful advocates, whose ability and watchfulness my long acquaintance 
Willi Judin and Egypt lias enabled me Lo appreciate, there is pouMbn some danger that, 
unless I to some extent take up the cause, the financial interest of Egypt may, relatively 
speaking, be forgotten. 

It is, however, not merely :n, a question of justice to Egypt that 1 wish to urge tho 
consideration of the issues involved in the reccnL discussion. I can only repeat what 
I have frequently said before, via., that financial difficulties in Egypt must of neces¬ 
sity cause very great emluuras^ineuL of various kind* to Her Majesty’s Government 
in England. More than lhis, after tho many years of patient endeavour bestowed on 
the rehabilitation of Egyptian finance—on which three-fourths of the Egyptian question 
bahgfe—it is impossible to regard without anxiety a situation which is certainly ot' a nature 
to imperil the results ho laboriously achieved. 

With these preliminary' observations 1 proceed to I be discussion of the main point at 
Issue. It is, L venture to think, impossible to consider the important questions of detail 
raised by the Wat Office w ithout having aoinc dear idea as to what are the object* of tho 
present expedition, and what are the mean-, by which those object* are to be accom¬ 
plished, In connection villi the political affairs of Egypt we have for the last thirteen years 
managed to gel on fairly well without [lie adoption of any very clearly defined policy. 
But I would euniesdy deprecate the adaptation flf any such principles to ihe military 
enterprise which Sms now been undertaken. Indeed, having been a well-informed speu- 
t at or, and to some extent mi actor, in nil the unfortunate events which took place In 
1863—Bfi, 1 may, perhaps be pardoned for saying that those events were, in a very large 
measure, due to want of foresight mu I a reluctance to adapt means to well- 
defined aims. 
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The immediate object of the present expedition, sf. T understand it, is not to recapture 
the whole of Ike Soudan m far as Khartoum, but to recapture Dongoln. I do not moan 
that Egyptian authority m not eventually to be reasserted in some of the dfsdrida lying 
south of Dongoln. On tho contrary, I believe that in (be more remote future a further 
advance may very probitMy be necessary. I Slave on frequent occasions—notably in a 
despatch No, 101 of the 11th J tacemher, 1889—expressed my opinion that DoogoU fa a 
weak defensive position, and 1 adhere generally to all l have said on that subject. What 
l mean is that, if I under*(and rightly, the present military policy of Her Majesty's 
Government [&, after having reasserted Egyptian authority h> (he Province of Dongoin, 
to halt for a very conEmtorahle while in order to consolidate the position there, and to 
reconsider the si tun I ion before any further advance is made. The time and method 
ofmaking any further advance would have lo depend on circumstance* which it is at. 
present impossible to foresee, and of little utility to discus*. 

As to the means Fur obtaining the object in view, it must have boon obvious from 
the iirat moment that the question of ihe recapture-of Dongolu came under discussion 
that the main point to be decided was the ox.Unit ta which British troops should be allowed 
to take part In (he _ expedition, I cannot doufd that (hi* [mini Lias been carefully 
considered by ilie military advisers of Her Majesty 1 * Govcrunu rii. 

It is, of course, possible to employ n considerable Euglfrh force -for instance, the 
two brigade . of which mention is made in (ho tolegrain undi i reply, A force such aa this 
would, I conceive, insure ruicw&h. 

The objection* to (he employment of a large English force arc, on tho other bund, 
too obvious to require mention in detail, i rimy, however, draw ui Mitt ion to one point, 
and Hint is that, if :t large Ang!o-%yp(ian force &r rive* at Dmigoliqu strong pressure will 
almost certainly ha brought to hear on Her Majesty a Government to continue the 
advance. Moreover, under ihe assumed condition^ there will be much more fo he said 
in favour nf ati immediate advance than if the rcconqnert of Dotigohi wore effected solely 
by Egyptian trfioiJS. 

I need not dilate on the risks involved in tiny andcaveur to carry out ihe enterprise 
bjj tho use of Egyptian troops only. Those objection's arc well known, In connection 
with this subject 1 should, however, mention one consideration which lies apurt from any 
doubts which have from time to time been cast cm the figbting qualities of iho Egyptian 
rtoop*. General Kitchener bus always contender], and i believe with great truth, that, 
looking to the size of the Egyptian army, the only chance of being able to undertake the 
DonguJu expedition with Egyptian troops only would be to maan the whole army in the 
Nile Valley, and to provide for the safety of Simian by Uic einnloymcul of Britisher 
Indian troops. On this subject 1 would draw attention Lo my telegram No. 21 of the 
KUh March, which was stun iimucdmt-ly after [ learned the deefaiflu of Her Majesty^ 
Government in respect to (he Dongoin expedition, 

As I write, the situation at. Sirnkhi looks sumo* lint lean serious rhau it did a lew- 
days ago. The Italians appear lo be able to maintain (hem suin'* at Ka^-iuta. The 
Dervidies who were in the neighbourhood of Hussain tire said in jikve ivi routed beyond 
ihe A(Ij nra. Osmmi I'Hgua's ibrrt; is hMievod not to be very formidable or numerous, 
Tho conduct of the friendly Arabs tin- been on tin- wholes satisfactory, Borne mounted 
t oops from Htiaklu are about to proceed lo their awsistauM. 

Under these dv cn ns Stan cost, it is very possible tlmt before long the petition at 
SunkiiL will no longer give causes lor any immediate anxiety- On the other baud, even 
under the meat favourable circumstances, it nil! scarcely lie prudent to reduce the 
garrison in the Suakin ^isUicC to less limn [hive luittalionij, of which one (probably a 
Black battalion) will remain ai Toknr, and the two oilier* at Sunk in itadli Thus, a* the 
total garrison now conaint* of h«uv baihiliuns, no move than one fekhven battalion could 
be moved to reinforce the troops In the Nile Valley, unless, indeed, British or Indian 
troops were dispatched to Auakirt. 

This bring* me to mini her point* which 1 put forward merely as * suggestion 
perhaps worthy of consideration, idtliough l nm fully aware that it I* open to consider, 
nblu objection*. Would it be possible, iu-lcnd of withdrawing more than ono battalion 
from Buakin, to rfrengthen the foreu which will eventually advanea to Itangola hy the 
one English battalion now id Wady Haifa, with the addition of a second infantry 
bat (n I ion which might bo moved from Cairo or Alexandria? As regards Alexandria, I 
may -ay tlmt by a temporary increase of muad force, shnnld the English battalion tiUv 
qtiaL-tmd there be removed, all anxiety could be relieved* find even a* regards Cairo, it 
the single battalion now stationed thcro wero withdrawn, the remaining garrison would 
coia,is l ui a icgiuiviil o, cavalry, one baLtury o( tield and uuc battery of garrison 
artillery, which for (he time being would untlice. There aro scarcely any native troons 
ijHuj O 
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left in, Cui.ro at present. For very obvious renuone, when the hgyphan garrison ^ weak, 
the English ganSon tuny,. with relatively less objecting bo proportionately duamiahcd. ^

The Triniii poi ill, however, in bo decided H this: Is the advance event mil h to 0 
muclo with Egyptian treops only* or with Egyptian troops Inched up by T any, a couple of 
English battalions, or is the risk involved iii the adoption oF either ot these two coursers 
too great, and is the advance eventually tu lie made with such an addition of Lnghsh 
iwoiih ns practically to insure succou r 1 cannot pretend to after am valuable opinmn 
on this point, hut 1 venture to think llmt nothing is to lie gained by delaying a decision. 
It may coufidanih be stated that the question will present, itself hj precisely i he 
tight three or four months hence as it does now. ’When l say that noth mg is to o 
gained hy delaying the decision, I do nut mean Hint any public announcement need be 
made* the question of making any public miuoiiiuieincni is one oi opportunity. W hu .

On the assumpt on that nil that k now going on is merely to serve as a preparation 

to the dfo natch of n considerable English force Inter in Jha year* fhe question or river 
transport, and other cognate questions which will possibly arbe are mm-h simpuLiari. 
Under tins assumption ir is manifestly for the proper authorities in London to doe Me 
what may be their requircineuU in the matter of irumpurL, It ia not ineumbciU ob bio 
to ospreys any opinion on the subjeid.

nio're than 100,000/* extra on a Ivor transport which is tr> bts.Uied ns an alternative in l lie 
evoid of the raiiw'iiv foiling. I do not question that from a military point of view tins 
would be a desirable course to adopt, but it is fou costly for a Government auak os 
Egypt, which has not the free disposal of Efo own resources, and Jo whom 100*000/. is a 
very largo sum in proportion to it& revenue, I altogether deprecate the expenditure of 
this money on the mere chance that English troops may eventually be employed. If 
they arc employed, the principle of subsequent settlement on an equitable ^lmsis might 
perhaps williout. any great objection be adopted. But it k clear^thak il no English 
troop:-, me eventually employed, thorn would he littlu or no ekaucQ of any of the money, 
whirli it is now proposed In spend, being recovered hy the Egyptian Government Irons 
the English Treasury. 

I lmve ventured to lay my views frankly before your Lordship because although the 
dlltlcidtie* of the #11 nation are unquestionably great, it appears to use desirable that 
they should be folly fttnted.

Count Goluubowftki replied with an unhesitating affirmative; adding that every 
rumoujr ns to the disposition of Germany lo draw near to Franco and K-u^sia on the 
Egyptian question is absolutely baseless.

Osman has now established himself at the wells of Humaab, in the Erkoweit 
Mountains, ahoal <6 miles south'west of Suakin, with a force of some 2*500 Arabs, 300 
of whom arc mounted, while 500 or GOO more are believed to be encamped on the 
Eoromcyn Plain* half-way between Hanisah and Sinkni. His men* however, arc under* 
stood to have suffered severely from nn epidemic of fever, which broke out amongst 
them during their recent expedition to Gos Redjcb* to be bat insufficiently supplied with 
provisions, and, moreover, to bo in possession of tens than fifty rifles. Bo that Osman's 
offensive power docs not appear to be formidable, unless lie either receives strong 
reinforcements from Omdurrmw, of which there is yet no sign* or succeeds in winning 
the local tribes over to his side* of which there in no immediate probability. 

lie is at present belli in check by the Shared) II ahead owns under Sheikh Omcr Tita, 
in whose territory Hrmiwib is situated, Omer Tita has under him about 1 P C00 men ot 
his own dan, and the Government* besides furnishing him with fifty rides, hug succeeded 
in sending him various small detachments front other tribes* which raise Ids force to 
sonic 1,500 nil told.

what extent they could he relied upon at the critical moment. 

On the other hand, 1 do not think that there is any reason to anticipate their siding 
openly with Ostium Digna unless his force m very largely strengthened from head* 
quarters or the enum of events should lead them to suppose that Lite* Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment is too weak or hullIkruni to support them. 

Of course, the news of any decisive action on tho Nile might largely influence their 
resolutions in one sense or the other. 

Meanwhile, Suttkin is being placed in it stale of complete defence* the numerous weak 
places iu its walls and outlying forts being rapidly repaired and tho ground within gun¬ 
shot clou red of superfluous cover. 

The fort at Tokar, which i.s regarded aa proof against the attacks of any force the 
Dervishes could bring against it* has been stocked with throe months reserve of provi¬ 
sions and 300 rounds of ammunition per man, 

As & measure of precaution the feauilicB of the two Soudanoae battalions, which oro 
usually encamped outside Snakiri, have been brought within the walls.

inE Lreitcli Ainhfimdar was good enough to call upon me mterday, and .spoke 
at some length on the Egyptian question. Ho soid that 1 Lnd no'doubt ofetved that 
the opposition of Etusm to the advance of money from the reserve fund, for the 
purposes of the expedition up the Nile, had been much more violent than that of 
France, and on my observing that S was nt :i loss to account for this fact as Eliasian 
interests in Egypt were so slight, 1L Herbctte said that it merely proved the desire of 
Eussia to make herself generally unpleasant to England, whereas no such desire 
existed in Franco, who would be only too happy to come to a thorough understanding 
with England if only the Egyptian question could be settle! 

M. llcrbbtlti then repeated much of what he had previously said to me, and which 
I bad the honour to report to your Lordediip in niy despatch No. 82 of the 20th 
ultimo, lie added that lie quite understood that it would ho impossible for England 
to evacuate Egypt at present, or oven to fix a date for doing so, but it mighl be possible 
for her to consider with Franco what arrangements could be made whenever evacua¬ 
tion buca mo possible, He could assure me that there would bo no desire on the part 
of Franco to establish anything in the nature of a condomiM/am* In the meantime, 
he was unable to understand the policy of England in advancing up the Nile, and thus, 
by lengthening the 1 lidton Egyptien, if increasing the power of the only instrument 
which Germany possessed of effectually putting pressure upon England, 

M. Hcrhctfe sfiid, in cottelustoli, that he had constantly rngm tlia French Govern¬ 
ment to come to seme arrangement with England on the subject of Egypt, and that he 
would continue to use any influence he might possesa towards that end,

1 replied that I bad aeon & statement in some newspaper that a British force would 
be 9cnt in August, and tli&L there appeared to ho also u question of sending Indian 
troops to Stia kin, but I had no official Information on the subject, and wan not a wore 
what decision had been come to by Her Majesty’* Government.' 1 I could only presume 
that the military authorities would take every precaution to insure the success of the 
expedition,

Tlu Dervish advanced post at 8uai-ib, after reoeiving reiuforcenients, has moved 
to st pheo hetwccii JLogmka and Eirkd, leaving only ii small force at Suarda, whilst 
the mam body, consisting principally of rilled leaving blacks, Arabs, and Tuaisha 
Bug go ms still veunnn near Donguk, under the Chief Eiuir, Wad Jlislmm, who la 
awaiting the Khalifat orders bolero giving definite instructions to his advanced troops* 

It is impossible ni present to form any idea of I lie DoiwisU intentions in regard to 
the ad van co to Akashti, though them can ho little doubt the move south of the 
EgyplLEiTi troops at once reacted on the situation in the ICnssaln neighbourhood.

Summary of Nm$ which hm reached Head-ifunrltrs, Wady Haifa, from March 20 fa 

April 12, 18110 , 

(Confident IS].) 

KO nows direct £rom Omdunaan has been received here since the dispatch of the 
]fiet Report, hut it lit expected that Information will be obtained very shortly of the 
offeci on the Khalifa's diapositiemg of the advance south from Haifa, 

Mohammed AVad BisW, Emir of Dongota, received the news of the arrival of 
troops at Akasha on the 23nl March, and instantly reported the matter to the Khalifa 
requesting Instruction b. It is estimated that .Uisbnra’s messengers will have taken six 
to ftevon days to reach OmduttEWn, and it b not therefore probable a reply can lave 
been received at Dongola before the Gth or 7th April, and should our Intelligence 
Agents ascertain the nature of the answer, the news may be expected to reach Aka ah a 
on the 13th nr !Sth, and Haifa two days later. It is also probable that the Khalifa's 
instructions to Hishnra will have been dispatched from Omdurnum prior to news 
having reached him of the defeat of ills forces at Kassah. As this latter news may 
have tlio effect of altering his instructions to Th$hara, it k possible that before Bisham 
lias gone far towards carrying out the Khalifa's orders the latter may again change 
them. 

On the other band, there is little doubt Hint the news of an advance of 
Government troops into the Soudan became first known to Hie Dervishes eo)footed in 
the Knssate neighbourhood, nod n ravage to this effect would have been si mice scut 
to ike Khalifa by Ahmed bVdil, the Emir-in-chief, at the same time that the latter 
detached Osman Eigne and his men from the besiegers, and hurried hiai off in liiu 
direction of Suakin with orders to watch the movements of the Uovemmrnl in that 
direction, ns well m coerce the friendly tribes whose growing loyalty td Government 
and defection to the Dervish cause 'lias been a source of much disquiet to tho 
Khalifa. 

It is therefore by no means improbable that the withdrawal or Osman Digna, 
coupled with the disquieting moral effect of the news that an advance was being made 
from the north, may have had something to da with the raegnl Dervish defeat near 
KuEuda, and may 'account far the retirement of tho Mahdist forces across tho 
Athain, 

The news which ii is assumed Ahmed hVdil sent to the ffh a lif ft jpf the advance 
I'j viju the north could not have reached the Klmlifh in less tliau eight dr nine clays, and 
n reply would have taken an equivalent numb nr of days to return to Knesnla, It fa 
not possible, therefore, that tho retreat, of the Dervishes across the Attaincould have 
boon ordered from Oindsinnau. 11 was undoubtedly due to the dvnioral fan lion in 
FediTs force brought about by his defeat at the hands of tlir Italians. Tbo moral 
effect of this defeat on the Khalifa will no dtrnhl be considerable, and may possibly 
change the orders he gives to Hishara «f Don gob as regards liis dispositions io meet 
the advance from Haifa, but it k not likely that such orders will reach Bisham before 
the 32nd or Silted April. 

It wn^ said that reinforcements were on tludr way to the Atbftm from Berber, and 
lib also possible thal the force under Ilu-ahiui-el-Kh.nl il T which was dispatched up iho 
White Kilo, may he aunt. toEcdil's assistance; but it is doubtful if the Khalifa will 
recommence the aiuge of Knssah when his northern frontier is sorimndy threatened. 
It is rather mure probable that lie will direct bis efforts toward* sending reiiiforeemonts 
to Mongolfo 

It will be remembered, however, that, after (he dei'oat of 1 he Donishos at Toski in. 
1880, and when the Khalifa believed that an advance of Govern men t troops into the 
Soudan was intended, lm instructed the Emir of that province to retire towards 
Mcrfiwi if an overwhelming force was advancing; if the force, however, wins not a 
large one he was ordered to attack it. It will* therefore, be interesting to know what 
the KtaUlVs orders will now he, having fu view tbo effect which the recent defeat at 
ypASAla must h&votm tins, imcl that Osman Dignn In engaged in hcralite operations in 
the viciioity of Sue kin, 

U shnuhl lie observed tliut previous to any news having been received by tbo 
Khalifa of an advance front the north lie had dispatched remibreeinenift (said to ho 
ten dags) to Don gala, and latest information is to this effect that these have reached 
Debbeu.

Out of llie six rL-giini.-nL?; (eighteen kLCtaliun-.) tlmt took part in the battle of Athu-, 
or Abhi Cfiiuria, ns it is now called, only one regiment has been mustered, and this is 
distributed along the Hue of communication. 

At Arehlco the o nicer had taken no initifdive lo make oil her these men or thom- 
aelves camfuitable, and tins I observed nil along Hlu rente. A complete absence of 
LiiiLktive on the part of all officers exists everywhere, and apparently they make irmrtyra 
of thciE&elves because they are on service, whilst no attempt at deafiliness Is to'he 
seen. 

Coinmaiidiug ollkers issue orders, they are passed on to tiubord in files, and eventually 
Alter down to the rank and die, who seldom carry them out as in tended, 

No one could give nit accurate in formal ion us to the road, or the time it would 
take to arrive at the next halt. No itinerary routes had been prepared by the Intelligence 
Dcpartmcutj and, in fact, everything was happy ‘god ucky. 

Oarava ns w'era being pun hod on at ull speed, heedless of cha anhunK being tVd oi 
watered, hence the loss of life baa been enormous and the thousand of dead carcases 
lying along tlm routes was a sight in itself. One required no guide, jih the stench itself 
waHsutllck-ut iudiaittoji which way the carttvane had marched. AtArehico there is a small 
earthwork, a lunette with fJ'U con Li metro gunft mounted. 

After traversing the plain of ArohlcO] one enters the bed of the River Addas, und 
folkwEi k up to llliiliit, il hinail ImllLug-phiire wliere you hud the ii l'^£ water, It toolc me 
twelve hours to accomplish this most trying march— worse than any 1 hud ever experienced 
in Afghanistan*

1. THlfiRB are certain points connected with the present campaign in BjfypL oo 
which I desire to offer n few ohsenatioiiM, not in nny eritleal or depreciatory spirit, but 
solely because v.hi m such an uncertain matter, that ir H iiupossible !o be too dear 
beforehand as to what our plan is, or with whom the duty of, and the responsibility for, 
carrying out ibat plan, rest, 

2, 1 understand the present position ol ri I lairs to be ns billows ;■— 

(a.) The Government have decided that im advance shall bo made up the Nile 
Valley from Wady Jlulfa ou Dongola, and lliat Dongolu once occupied, is not to Ire 
again abandoned, 

[(U5] ^ 










(&.) This advance is to be carried out by the Egyptian army, rein forced, if necessary, 
hy the British troops now stationed in Egypt. 

(c.) tts military direction is to be in the hands of the Sirdar, Sir Herbert Kitchener, 
who will report and correspond, not with the War Office,but with our Minister in Egypt, 
Lord Cromer, 

3, The first thing 1 wish to point out Is that it is clear that under (his arrangement 
no responsibility for the outcome of the campaign can rest will] the \\ nr Office or with 
the home military authorities. \ am not here questioning the arrangement, nor 
proposing to obtain for Hie home military authorities any shaiiS in the management <d 
affairs which it is not considered desirable that they should have. All that l wish is that 
the effect of this position of affairs should bo dearly grasped. War is too serious a 
matter for it to be possible to accept vicarious responsibility, 

4, The second point is, lias any decision been made as to who are tu he second and 
third in command ? This is a matter which should be seen to. Illness, or the chaueos 
of wut 3 may incapacitate the Sirdar at any moment, and the succession to the edict 
command should md lie left to the mere chance effect ot seniority. 

5, Third! v, lias the far from improbable contingency been considered, of the whole 
—or the larger portion—of the British troops now in Egypt being moved up to Haifa 
and south of it, in fact of their all forming part of the expedition? This L likely to 
happen, and \vc should, I Ihink, make up our minds beforehand as to whether in such an 
event we shall replace them at Alexandria and Cairo with others trom home, and to what 
extent we should allow these also to he drawn towards the front. 

G, Fourthly, I presume Hie Government have full confidence in Sir H erbert Kitchener 
and in his plan of campaign. I have nothing to say against either, dim plan of 
campaign is unknown to me, and my knowledge of Sir 11, Kitchener Is nut Bulhrumt to 
enable me to judge of his capacity for command. 

7, Lastly, comes the question of the value of the Egyptian army by itself, or only 
slightly stiffened by English troops, and this is a difficult one. I bore is no doubt as in 
the lighting qualities of the Soudanese battalions, and on the whole I feel reasonable 
confidence that, if stiffened us proposed—I mean by the British troops Sow stationed in 
Ugypt^it will he equal to the task before il, But in war it is always, i think, desirable 
to have every possible chance on one's side, to incur no risk which ran by any means he 
prevented, nor to rtny extent- greater than that which is absolutely imperative. Success 
in war is at best, uncertain ami doubtf ul; and this has been so borne in upon me by 
study and experience that l have, perhaps an undue shrinking from ever employing 
the second best moans for the accomplishment of an object when the best arc available. 

1 cannot help feeding that vve are, to sonic extent, doing this now in Egypt. 

8, I wish to draw attention to a paper of March lust, bearing on this matter, which 
X annex. It gives the answer of Sir IL Fuller, Sir E. W ood, and Sir F. (} rent ell to a 
question which i put to them as to the amount to which the Egyptian army should he 
strengthened by other troops, for the purposes of an advance on Dpngolm Two of 
these officers have commanded this army and the third lias bad great outside expo lienee 
of it. Their judgment, therefore, carries great weight. Were the stiffening of white 
troops, recommended in that paper, given, the confidence 1 should feel iu the complete 
success of the Nile campaign would "differ both in nature and degree from my present 
feeling, which I can best describe by saying that, on the whole, 1 believe that the 
Egyptian army, stiffened by the white troops at present in Egypt, will he equal to the 
task in front of it. The present plan does not appear to me to embrace all the mettles 
that we might combine to insure success, but in saying this l must not be understood to 
foretell failure, which l am far from anticipating* 

9, 1 have made these observations because I think it well to bring to your no lice 
the points mentioned before wo are absolutely committed to one definite line oi action. 
I have only one thing more to say. If it be intended that the general conduct of the 
campaign shall rest with Lord Cromer and Sir H. Kitchener, then 1 do not think that 
we can leave them too free, or support them too much in carrying it out acoordbg to 
their own views. I have always myself, when in command of any expedition, received 
the most generous support from home, and being given the freest hand, and I hope that 
the same wise policy may he pursued now, It is impossible for a campaign lo be 
conducted, or at least successfully conducted, by two different people or from two 
different places, and once rhe question of the general direction is settled, those to whom 
the direction is intrusted should he backed up in every way. Unless therefor - yon 
should desire it, or in the ease of some evident and urgent necessity for my sn doing, I 
do not propose in the future to criticise Sir M, Kitchener*arrangements, or to cull

Italian Govern ment had decided to withdraw from Kussftln on military grounds, and that 
inquiries were being made as tn whether the military position rendered such a uUlubawal 
possible.

His personal 
views, which are most probably ubnred by the rest of his colleagues, incline him to 
n withdrawal from the fortress, but the present Government arc hardly strong enough to 
risk an outcry by the Crispi party, which would be inevitably raised were such i\ course 
to he pursued.

Tlie letter was at once 
submitted to the Cabinet, "We bad for some time recognized that some measures for 
driving hack the Dervishes and recovering territory which had fallen into their hands 
would sooner or later be necessary. Considerations winch wove not without lhdr 
importance, hut which were of a secondary character, has made us wish to defer for 
some time longer the commencement of any such operations. On reflection we were 
of opinion that these considerations were over-ruled by the important suggestions of 
tho Italian Ambassador, 

The motives I have already indicated made us unwilling to refuse any request 
which could in our view properly lie acceded to, and we also felt rather strongly that 
if any serious catastrophe happened to the Italian arms at Kassala tho res id ( would he 
to give the Dervishes a prestige among the tribes of the desert which would be injurious 
to Egyptian as w ell as to Italian interests. 

After consideration in a second Cabinet, and careful eonsultalion with our military 
advisers, we decided to authorise the movement which has since taken place. Our 
view was at once communicated to Lord Cromer. Dot no sooner had the telegram 
been sent than an intimation reached us from the present Italian Government which 
had only just acceded to office, that it was their intention to retire from Kns.saki. So 
entirely did the commencement of the movement at that period depend upon i he 
exigencies of the Italian position in my judgment, that I immediately gave orders to 
cancel all directions for advance upon the Nile and to postpone all the preparations which 
had been, a few hours before, commenced. Then, as your Excellency knows, on 
further consideration, the Italian Government resolved not to evacuate Kassaln, and 
Sir Thomas Sanderson received on the IJlh March a letter* from the Italian Ambassador 
informing him of this last conclusion. Our course was again changed in conformity 
with the decisions of the Italian Cabinet : the authority for making the movement in 
I be Valley of the Nile was renewed, the preparations were resumed, and fortunately 
so small a time had elapsed that no inkling of the hesitation which took place appears 
to have reached the Egyptian public. I only mention the circumstances now, which a 
reference to the telegrams of that time will establish, in order to show how completely 
our action, not In resped to its ultimate policy, but in respect to the time and oppor¬ 
tunity that was selected, was adopted in answer to the suggestion which we bad 
received from the Italian Government, The retention of ICassala up to this time lias 
been due to the spontaneous decision of the Government of Rome; and the Egyptian 
movement in the Talley of the Nile, by which that retention was rendered possible, or 
at least rendered easier, was undertaken at that time in conformity u itli the suggestions 
of the Italian Ambassador. 

I have thought it necessary to go into this detail because I hare observed that 
wry mistaken ideas have prevailed with respect to the action of Ski 1 Majesty's 
Government towards that of Italy; and have been confirmed in no small degree 
by the correspondence published m the recent Green Book. The observations 
addressed to your Excellency by the Duke of bunnoneta show that he also has not 
been fully informed of the true state of the ease* 

I request that your Excellency will read a translation of this despatch to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, but it is to he looked upon as entirely confidential*

How cau you expert the British 
Government to believe in your friendline ss r You ean only talk about it; the concrete 
fart, remains, uaturty, wlmt ha* taken pbiec in the House of Commons and tlio famous

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letter to lias Mangasha sent by the British Government. What public interest could 
bo served by publishing it? What was the good of doing this ? 

Most of the documpnts which havo been published through your Indiscretion 
relate to events, negotiations^ and eommutikaliuiiN which only tend to show that you 
will accept no responsibility. It was not a desire of serving the public interest which 
-unisncl you to bring out this publication. 

And it is not" true that you have published everything. You bays put aside 
e very thing which related to Russia, France, and the Lazai iste, 

Your publication is onesided. Not only 1ms it been brought out to the prejudice 
of a friendly Power, hut it has been Compiled without a sense of honour and Without 
foreseeing its consequences. The English Government has really been very kind 
towards you- 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs has said that these errors—he called flic in 
small indiscretions—hud not affected the friendly relations between the British and tho 
Italian Government. Though I do not like what has taken place in tho House of 
Commons* I must draw attention to it. You must observe the effect which has been 
produced on the British public by what you bate done. Your telegraphic agencies 
hum no doubt even attenuated what the British Minister declared, 

1 will also repent the words of Use British Minister : “that England would never 
have done what has been done by Italy." He also added, that bo must deny what, 
has been reported by the Italian Aml^ss-ador. If yon do not appreciate the full 
gravity of those words, I. am sorry for my country. The meaning of the words of tho 
'British Mil sister amounts to this: “although you have abused of our confidence I 
must, deny the accuracy of what tho Ambassador has said." 

For mo lho question is not settled, 1 shall return to it again - 

Signor Cnregallu oteerrod the Duke of Sermon eta once remarked that tho 
European Chanceries would smile at our indiscretion in publishing t he Green Book. 
Certainly they smiled, but it wslb at the behaviour of the present Government, Very 
soon we shall be treated like Abyssinia, I protest against tbo policy of the present 
< hivernmont, which lowers tho country both abroad ami at home. 

Signor Qn ratal 11 remarked: Indeed a sari smile passes over my face when I sec in 
the Italian Parliament that use can ho made of tho words which have been spoken in 
the British House of Commons to hurl bitter things :d the Government, The Italian 
Government, like every other Governinent, has the right to publiih documents when 
the public interest demands it. Even the British Government does m m critical 
circumstances. 

1 nm glad that our relations with England are on a friendly footing, and that the 
limes arc gone by when wo need recall telegraphically our Ambassador from London, 

Thy noise in the Chamber prevented Signor Cavalotti from continuing his. speech. 

The President of the Council then rose and said ;— 

The Chamber bos already dealt with lids quest toil when discussing tho African, 
loan. 1 then gave full explanations, and it is hardly necessary for me to repeat 
myself*

It is not my duly nor would il be rigid for me to discuss hero what has occurred 
in u foreign Parliament.

Signor Cnncgalb lias accused us of want of patriotism. I do not believe there is 
anyone who is more convinced than my self that- Italy is a great country worthy of tho 
confidence of the w orld.

We have not sanctioned—and we disapprove—the publication of tho reports of 
those conversations. 

YVe cannot confirm or deny, of correct the version iff them given in the Green 
Book without so far making ourselves responsible for it, and in effect taking pare in 
the publication which we disapprove. 

It is obvious that a report of a conversation mack by ano of the parties and 
published without any opportunity being afforded to the other party to examine and 
revise it, is very unlikely to bo entirely accurate or com pick. In tlie present ease I 
should have wished to suggest some additions and modifications, and t observed tho 
absence from tho Green Book of any sufficient record of explanations which you gave, 
by my instructions, to Baron 13laiio, 

But there haa never been any idea hero of doubting tho general arcuracy or the 
perfect good faith of Clio Italian Ambassador, in whom Her M:ijc.uy's Government 
continue to feel entire confidence.

E did not wish to encourage in the Sultan's mind any 
hostility towards itussia, but if he reftocted he must fed that Russia liml no motive lor 
Ijeiag more anxious to preserve the Turkish Empire than Groat Britain, muL that be 
would bo commuting a great error In making liimjsdif the instrument of the policy

M is Excellency replied to me Hint he thought the great eonsitivenc^sof the Sultan 
on this oecaamri arose from the apprehensions which the occupation question caused to

The force advanced to attack, ns will lie seen in the accompanying sketch, J in the 
form of a square,and commenced the action with artillery lire nL a range ol'S^KlO yards; 
this was unfortunately only maintained for a very short period, ns orders wm-c given to 
the square to advance. 

When within 700 yards of I'ncruf a three of Dervish cavalry was seen approaching 
fruin the direc tion uf Mount Mocmni* so Colonel Skvimt delemjiiied at once to advance 
and at lack, leaving one battalion la protect his rear, mid bold the cavalry in check, 
which they successfully did. 

At 10 a.m. Tuerui' was occupied, and the Dervishes in full retreat towards tiuluait. 

It transpired afterwards that the eiionly^ cavalry were returning from raiding a 
ueighhomiug village when they heard tlw firing, and bantaued to Hie scene of action.

Colonel tiievimi spunks very highly of the behaviour ol both ollieers and men. The 
former, from all 1 ean hear, have on nil occasions behaved with great gallantry* leading 
Die natives with dash mid determination, heedless of the eimsequences; they appear 
not only to lose canlml over their men, bid also over themselves, when mice the attack 
begins, through excitement. 




The natives In fighting their old hereditary enemy were in their element, m ibejr 
knew too well Lhat no quarter would be given if they fell into the Dervishes' hands. 

On questioning Colonel Stevam m to the relative fighting qualities of the 

AbyosiniftiiH and Dervishes, he replied, u lhat although there was possibly.re dash find 

personal courage to be found amongst the Abyssiniane, he. considered that the Dervishc*: 
in equal numbers were tlio most formidable foe, as they are more subject, tu discipline-*
